Dear Harold : 

Herewith a couple of tapes (returned), some bits and 
pieces of memos which have collected, including one dated 8Jan which 
got covered up under a pile of debris on the desk. 

For the past week the STM has recovered enough from her 
flu that we have been making a Big Hish to get caught up with 
clipping, pasting and filing. As of this moment the place is 
clear of unread and unclipped newspapers, for the first time probably 
in more than a year. The STM is still wading through clippings I have 
selected and pasted up for her, and is now onl^ a couple of weeks 
behind. (We never get closedP than a week to being current because 
of the mail edition of the NYTimes). Since she has been the one 
all along who did the assigning and filing, she continues in that 
role because she has in her head a far better idea of what we have 
than I possibly could have. 

In this connection wetf have developed a folding file 
which greatly eases the confusion wheh you have to handle materials 
from various sources that arrive ads varying times. If you haven't 
arrived at such a system on your own it might be of some help to you, 
too. All it is is a separate box with 31 file folders, one for each 
day of the month. Inds* each folder can be held clippings from all 
sources and ggu&li subjects for that particular date. If you get more 
than a month D aH*^^ you can put in a separation sheet to separate 
the months. When we started what 'fife hope is our Great Leap Forward, 
we had clippings from October through January in some folders. 

This way, the STM, in evaluating and filing thus stuff, is 
able to work more or less consistently in one time segment, rather than 
jumping back and forth all the time. Gives her a much more cortinuotis 
grasp of what’s been going on, and on a subject so recurrent as 
Kissingerfe many negotiating sessions in Paris avoids at least some of 
the confusion that otherwise would result if she were clipping 
today's paper and then have to wrench herself back into early 
Noveitober to file stuff from that period® And Having everything from 
all sources on one particular date makes it easier to decide what to 
keep and what to discard.

The 
element of hope that may lie in this consists ibfi their concern with 
packaging rather than content, their striving for effects rather than 
dealing with causes, their contempt for people, their reliance on deceit 
and trickery. I'm sure they all want the fruits they fancy would 
accrue to them from some sort of totalitarianism or authoritarianism, 
but I wonder if they have thought through the mechanics involved in 
achieving it beyond legalistic ctisanery, intimidation and mass 
brainwashing through a subservient press and other media. 
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As for our GL, by this time in the 1930s the shrinks already were 
saving that Hitler was Paranoid-Schizophrenic, and I wish they would 
get to work on this guy. Perhaps they have, and I haven't seen it. 

In any case, I don't think that double label quite fit3 him. Somewhat 
paranoid, yes, as shown in his 1962 quitting-politics speech. The 
world is against him. But schizo, I think not. My guess wouldjbe more 
along the lines of narcissism, as evidenced from his lifelong isolation 
from the rest of humanity, his inability to understand other people's 
biewpoints and to empathize with them, his peculiar Nixonian view of 
the world, his apparent need for the trappings of power and public 
adulation to compensate for his own inner feelings of inadequacy and 
loneliness. But his unscrupling ruthlessness speaks of something else. 

We got second-hand another hint recently from a woman who is 
a pediatrician and who accordingly has had some training in psychiatry. 
She's quite conservative and voted for Nixon. But recently she saw him 
on a TV appearance, and her reaction that "here was a tremendous ego" 
was so strong that it apparently startled even herself. 

Your 6Jan remarks about Alsop, I.agree. And like you, I 
have seen no clue yet as to whether this a personal conversion or one 
encouraged by official sources. He is being quite truthful when he 
claims he has been writing for many months about the reason for the 
Chinese— American rapprochement being Chinese fear of a Russian 
pre-emptive strike. He was saying that when Nixon was in Peking, that 
long ago. 

As you requested, your letter to Treuhaft (not Truehaft) was 
forwarded several days ago. His address is 6411 Hegent, Oakland, 
according to the phone book, which regrettably does not provide zip 
code numbers. 

Thanks for the offer of the tape of the two cons talking about 
how JER's cell was bugged. We'll pass, thanks. No time. The big push 
is still on.
